Gen. Harry P. Vaughan 
acknowledged today that he re- 
ceived a Democratic campaign 
contribution last fall from Wil- 
liam H. Meblett, a lawyer who 
had come to him earlier In an 
effort to get a pardon for Rob- 
ert Gould, of Cincinnati. Gould 
was serving a term for selling 
liquor on the black market. 


Washington, Aug. 31—(AP) — 


Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan told 
a senate committee tdoay that tne 
FBI once investigated a. charge 
that he tried to "fix" an income 
tax case. 


Vaughan said he understood the 


FBI looked into his affairs at the 
request of a member of the press." 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 


later informed him, Vaughan said 
that he had been "accused of ac- 
cepting a bribe for a promise to 
fix an income tax case." 


For the second straight day 


Vaughan was in the witness chair 
of the senate investigations sub- 
committee looking into the ques 
tion of whether there has been im- 
proper influence in the letting of 
government contracts. 


Vaughan, tne president's 
mili- 


tary aide, acknowledged yesterday 
that he had aided business friends 
in dealings with the government, 
but declared he never did any- 
thing improper or accepted any 
fee or gift for his services. 


In its | month-long search for 


"improper influence" in the acti- 
vities of five percenters—those 
who charge a fee (usually five 
per cent) for lining up government 
contracts 
for 
businessmen—the 


committee had heard 
Vaughan's 


name mentioned time after time. 


Senator McCarthy (R-\Vis) rais- 


ed the matter of FBI interest in 
Vaughan's activities immediately 
after the presidential aide return- 
ed to the stand this morning. 


Room Is Packed 


Agam the hearing room was 


packed with spectators. 


McCarthy asked if the FBI in- 


vestigation was not prompted by 
a charge that Vaughan had exert- 
ed "pressure and influence" with 
the agricultural department on be- 
half of liquor companies. 


Vaughan said he never heard ot 


that charge. 


McCarthy identified the liquor 


interests as "Schenley" and 'Cos- 
tello." He said that the distillers 
were seeking to have their grain 
allocation increased. 


Vaughan denied that he had ever 


sought to obtain more gram tor 
either the Schenley or Costello in- 
terests. 


He did not name the "represen- 


tative of the press" he -said caused 
him to be investigated, and he said 
he did not recall just when the 
investigation took place. 


He did remember, Vaughan re- 


lated, that Hoover had called him 
about the charge. He said he told 
Hoover he would be glad to co- 
operate. 
As a re&ult, he -said, 


Hoover sent two men to his of- 
fice and went through his bank 
statements, files and safe deposit 
box. They said they also went to 
New Orleans and Kansas City in 
connection with the case. 


After Vaughan gave this testi- 


mony, Col. C. J. Mara, assistant 
White House military aide, told 
the senators that Vaughan was 
exonerated.

Here's a Warning of 140 Years Ago 


The following quotation is not taken from a newspaper, 


the editor of which is disgruntled with what is currently 
transpiring at Washington. It is part of an editorial which 
appeared in the Hartford '-(Conu.) Courant of August 6,1809 
—140 years ago: 


"A wise government is the people's guard, and it takes 


effectual care that there should be none to molest or annoy, 
none to interrupt them in their lawful callings and pursuits. 
Thus guarded there is full scope and also sufficient encour- 
agement for industry and enterprise. 
Each individual em- 


ploys himself as he finds it most for his own advantage, and 
each, in advancing his own interest by honest industry, adds 
to the common stock. 


"A nation resembles a swarm of bees. The bees must 


be well hived, protected from external and internal annoy- 
ance and injury, and left free as air to make their combs, 
construct their" cells, and labor in hive or field according to 
their own liking. Thus protected and thus free, they seldom 
fail to treasure up honey. 


"But who makes the honey? Not the guarder of the 


hive but the bees themselves. 
So civil government (by gov- 


ernment is meant the administration of a government), how- 
ever so wise and vigilant, is not the direct and efficient cause 
of a nation's wealth, which is, in fact, produced by the Great 
Swarm, the PEOPLE. 


"On the other hand, should the keeper of the bees un- 


dertake to dabble in their private concerns, interrupt their 
labors or divert their wonted courses of enterprise into new 
channels—should he foolishly do this, he would find little or 
no honey in the hive at the end of the year. And so again, 
Whenever government is so imprudent as to obstruct or di- 
vert the enterprise and industry of the people by hampering 
them with unnecessary regulations, a decay of public pros^ 
perity follows as a natural consequence. 


"Some men, however, seem to think that commercial in- 


dustry and enterprise should come under the particular direc- 
tion of government. But why? On the one hand, there are 
but few among the rulers and legislators of nations who pos- 
sess extensive information in mercantile- matters; whilst on 
the other, there are no people that know better how to man- 
age their own concerns than experienced merchants. They 
best know how, when and where to put their property afloat; 
they can best calculate the risks and all the chances of, loss 
and gain. It belongs to government to protect commerce, to 
guard it by a few general regulations and there leave it. The 
skill of the merchant will do the rest.

ISHES MOST WHERE IT IS MOST FREE, AND THAT IT 
SOON LEAVES THE NATION THAT SHACKLES IT." 


The things that have taken place in Washington these 


past few years prove the wisdom of what this most discon- 
cerning editor of the Hartford Courant wrote 140 years ago. 
During the past 16 years the administrations have chosen to 
direct, even to obstruct business rather than to confining 
their activities solely to protecting it. 


Surely the present pitiful plight of a once mighty and 


liberty-loving English people should warn us that we must 
permit no further encroachment by Washington into the af- 
fairs that properly belong to private ownership and control. 
For, verily, England's messy experiment with Socialism has 
brought her to the brink of bankruptcy and the English peo- 
ple to an unhappy condition of servitude. 
. ' 


The Hartford Courant editor of 1809, were he alive to- 


day and writing his editorial, undoubtedly would add two 
phrases to its closing sentence so that it would read: "(LET 
AMERICA BEWARE BECAUSE) ALL HISTORY (IN- 
CLUDING THAT OF ENGLAND TODAY) TESTIFIES 
THAT TRADE FLOURISHES MOST WHERE IT IS MOST 
FREE, AND IT SOON LEAVES THE NATION THAT 
SHACKLES IT."

The pack ia frozen in several 


methods: first, when the cards are 
dealt, the top card of the stock 
pile is turned over to form, the 
pack. If this card is a red trey, 
deuce or a joker, it freezes the 
pack, and another card must be 
turned over from the stock pile. 
If this card also is a red trey, 
deuce or a joker, another card 
from the stock pile must be 
turned, over to cover it. 


This process is continued until 


some card other than a red trey, 
deuce or joker is turned up. The 
red trey, deuce or joker is slid 
under the edge of the discard pile 
with part of it left protruding.

When you intend to take the 


discard pile by matching it with 
cards in your hand, you must 
place the two cards in your hand 
on the table and then take the 
up-card of the discard pile and 
place it with those two.

U. S. Arms Aid 
In Red Fight 


London, Aug. 31—(AP)—Re- 


strictions on the sale of military 
equipment to Yugoslavia may be 
eased shortly by the U. S. and 
Britain, according to diplomatic 
officials. 


They said yesterday a decision 


in the matter is expected when 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
meets with Secretary of State 
Dean 
Acheson 
in 
Washington 


soon. 


British

studying how they can quietly 
support Premier Marshal Tito's 
government in its quarrel with 
Russia and her satellites, the in- 
formants said. 


This outlook of support for Tito 


comes at the time of Russia's lat- 
est blast against Tito. In a note 
yesterday the 'Russians accused 
the Yugoslav leader and his lieu- 
tenants of being deserters, double- 
dealers and stooges of "western 
masters." 


One way the western powers 


could back up Tito's- feud with 
Russia would be the shipment of 
needed arms tt> Yugoslavia. The 
shipment of such supplies to Yug- 
oslavia has been halted by the 
countries of the Communist In- 
ternational Information Bureau. 


Yugoslavia, it 'is believed, ims 


asked the western powers for 
vehicles, light armor and small 
arms. Informants said the west- 
ern powers would like to help Tito 
defy the cominfoftm. 


If Yugoslavia can survive as 


an independent state, without tics 
to the east or west, the informants 
point out, an important precedent 
will iiave been set for other Com- 
munist-led countries. 


On the other hand, the western 


powers, it is said, are not'sure 
Tito <^n stand up to the blasts 
from the east, and they fear that 
if arms were given Yugoslavia 
tiu-y might ultimately fall into the 
hands of Communists loyal TO 
Moscow.

Nation's Mileage Death 
Rate Hits All-Time Low 


Chicago, Aug. 31—(AP)—The 


mileage death rate for the nation's 
traffic accidents in the first half 
of 1949 hit an all-time low of 
6.8. 


This milestone in traffic accident 


prevention was reported today by 
The National Safety Council. It 
was the first time in the history 
of such record-keeping thai the 
half-year rate has been less than 
seven deaths for each 100,000.000 
miles of vehicular travel. 


"The goal set by President Tru- 


man in 1946 is in sight," the coun- 
cil president, Ned H. Dearborn, 
said in a statement. 
"At that 


time he asked that the mileage 
death rate, then about 12 deaths 
per 100,000,000 miles, be cut in 
half." 


Rose In July 


The toll of actual deaths, how- 


ever, rose slightly in July. 
The 


annual fight to make a gain in 
lives saved remains close. 


For July the death toll was 


2,850, an increase of 2 per cent 
from the 2,790 July toll of 1948. 
July, January and April are the 
only months this year to record 
more deaths than last. 


At the end of seven months the 


1949 death total was 16,540, still 
one per cent under the 16,700 
count at the end of July, 1948. 


Of the 474 reporting cities, 119 


had perfect records of no deaths 
at the end of seven months of 
1949. 
Only New Bedford, Mass., 


had a population exceeding 100,- 
000. 


For July alone the three leading 


no-death cities were Cincinnati,, 
population 479,300; Birmingham, 
296,300, and Providence, 271,500.
